Experience of Captain George Birnie
of Schooner Lucia Porter.

Boston, Sept. 2. —The saiflor's super-
stition that a voyage begun on Friday
is an unlucky one has heen impresssd
ngnin on Captain George Hirnie of the
Portland schooner Lucia Porter, who
arrived here today with six members
of his crew on the steamship Cretie
and reportod that his vessel had heen
wreoked 600 miles weaest of the Azores,

“Disaster has eomdod my last three
voyages,'" Captain Birnde said, “1 be-
ran them on Friday, because 1
thought that superstition was o dresm.
Now 1 have declded 1'11 never sall
ugain if 1 have to start on thot doay.”

In February the Lucia Porter was
stripped of her sails anid her seams
vpened In & storm off the Malne coast
and In May the schooner was togsed
upon the beach &t Swampscolt, almost
a wreck, and her crew takan of In o
life buoy.

Captain Birnie &« it uzain from St
John, N. B, on Friday, Atg, 13, not-
withstanding the wiarning of old =salts,
The schooner had been out only a
few davs on her vovage to Las Palmas
with o cargo of pine when she was
beset by ndverse storms. The waters
filled her haold and swirled about the
decks, Captain Birnie sald, tossing the
lumber about so wildly that some of
the crew were Injured.

Captaln Birnle =aid he and his crew
were forced to seek refuge on the af-
ter deck house, Thelr llmitega sapply
of biscuits and water was almost ex-
hausted and the men were in a highly
nervous state when the BEritish tramp
steamer IKnizht of the Garter pleked
them up on Her voyviage from Norfolk
for Italy and landed them at Gibral-
tar.

SENATOR REED REPLIES
TO ATTACK OF HUGHES

Declared That the Republican Nom-
inee Generally Had Supported the
Railroads.

Springfield Il. Sept. 21.—Senator
James A. Iteed of Missouri in a speech
here today at a state democratic ral-
Iy replied to the attacks of Charles E.
Hughes on the Adamson rallroad law,
declaring that Hughes had supported
the rallroads, and that “if Hughes had
had his way we would have been at
this moment engulfed In & catastro-
phe 50 enormous as to appall the
Imagination,”

Senator Resd charged Mr. Hughes
with declaring “insubstance and effect
bthat union labor, like a hichwayman
with declaring “in substance and effect
and compelled it to enact an elght
hour law and that congress in a cow-
ardly and truckling manner surrend-
ered the dignity of the natlon to the
unlawful and violent demand of labor.

“Naturally Mr. Hughea takes this
view. It is the assertion of at least
some of the rallway presidents, it is
not the first time Mr. Hughes has
taken the side of the rallroads.”

Senator Reed then cited instances
in which Mr. Hughes, he said, when
governor of New York, had vetoed a
fwo cent fare bill, a full erew bill and
a flve cent ¢o~ fara hill. After reading
\r. Hughes statement that the Adam-
gon law dues .. provide an eight hour
day but regulates wages, Senator Resd
charged that the republican presiden-

Some Details of
Villa’s Latest Goup

BANDIT CHIEF PERSONALLY LED
ATTACK ON CHIHUAHUA

PROMISED TO RETURN

Took and Held Numerous Important
Buildings in the City for Sevesral
Hours—Joined by a Thousand Men
of the Carranza Garrison.

Washington, Sept. 21.—The most de-
tailed account yet received of the light
at Chihuahua City last Saturday. when
Viila celebruted the Mexican Indepen-
dence day by a successful assault un
the Carranza gaitison, reached the war
department today from Brigadier Gen-
eral George Bell, commanding the EIl
Paso military district. It asserts that
Villa personally led the attacking
forces; that he took and held numerous
important bhulldings in the city for
several hours; that he was joined by
a thousand or more men of the Car-
ranza garrison, and retired, promising
to return soon, and taking with him a
large guantity of captured arms, am-
munition and artillery,

Source of Information Not Known.

General Bell's despatch does not
show the gource of his Information,
and many officials believe his account
of the incident was founded on ru-
mors renching the border, as were
various storles which have been trans-
mitted by stute department agents.
They were inclined to belleve for thut
reason that the full truth of what
transpired is not yet known. Ra-
ports so far received are simllar only
in that they show a fight did oceur on
Sept. 16 and that the Villa followers
took the penitentiary and some other
buildings. They all confliet as to the
part Villa played, not even agreelng
that he was present.

Reports Forwarded to New London.

All reports received are being for-
wirded o New London, Conn. for the
Informiction of the Mexican-American
commisslon, It is regarded as prob-
#ble that an official verslon will be
forwarded there soon by General Car-
FANZAa.

No official would predict what cifect
the incldent moay have on the negotia-
tiong at New London, which embiace
General Carranza’s request that Amer-
lein troops be withdruwn: from Mex-
ico, It was deemed certaln, however,
that no agreement could Le reached by
the commissioners until it was known
precisely to what extent the =situation
in northern Mexico hnd been aliered
by the Chihushun City developments
aud antll It wias made clear what the
Carranza government would do to cope
with the new situation,

Many Officers Believe Villa Dead.

Many army officers still belisve either
tha: Villa is dead or that his power is
=0 thoroughly broken that le could
nut hope to re-cstabl himself. Gen-
eral Perslidng expresscd the latter
opinion in a report to the war depart-
ment some weeis ago, and Genetal
Funston's recommendntion that thes
American troops be withdrawn is be-
lleved to have been founded on that
view. If General Bell's reports prove
necurate, however, and Villa did ap-
pear In per=on at ((hihunhua, it iz ex-
pected that the fact will be established
definitely by witnesses whose evidence
could be acvepted without gquestion.

Pershing’s Forces Not Involved.

It ia thought urllkely tha: General
Pershing's forces will be involved in
any new fighting ln Mexico even If the
most favorable account for Vilk of the
Chihuahun battie proves true. The
nearest American detachment is more
than 100 miles north of Chihuahua and
the main body still farther away. No
mitter whet eucce=ses the ymight
achieve in surprige attacks upon Car-
ranza posts, the bandis are not ex-
pected to risk an attack wuwpon the
Americans, and the latter conld not g0
out in pursuit of the raiders without
new orders from Washington.

GENERAL CONDITIONS
IN MEXICO DISCUSSED

By American-Mexican Commission—
Confident of Reaching Agreement.

New ILondon, Conn., Sept. 21.—Con-
fidence in their ability to find a so-
Iution of the border and other prob-
lems alfecting the relations betweoen
Mexloo and the United States charac-

terizedl the attitude of the members
of the Mo gcan-Amerccan joint corn-
mission t9day, notwithstanding the

virtual eer:ainty that no definite agrea-
ment on any plan will be reacheg this
week,

Goeneral conditions in Mexleoo were
discusaed again and the American
members submitied more TEports ga-
thered by the state department on
conditions In Mexico. In a rather
general woay the subject of withdraw-
ing the American troops was talked
over, the Mexicans expressing their
opinion that General Carranza’s army
was capable of coping with the situn-
tion in the region now patrolled by
General Pershing’s forces.

That the renewed activity of Villa
in Chihushua probably would dslay an
agreement on some plan of border con-
trol, apparently was taken by the
Mexicans as a matter of course.

AGAINST CENSORSHIP
OF MOTION PICTURES

New York, Sept., 21.—The board of
directors of the National Association
of the Motlon Pleture Industry voted
unanimously here today against fed-
era] or state censorship of motion pic-
tures.

Efforts of Citizens’ Committee to Effect a Settlement of
Transit Trouble Proved Fuitle
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ALL NEGOTIATIONS HAVE COME TO AN END

Walkout of 700,000 Workers

in Other Trades to Begin To-

day—Gompers With the Strikers “to the Last Ditch in

Their Fight for the Right
Informed Union Officials

to Organize”—Mayor Mitchel
That Disorder Will be Sup-

pressed With a Strong Hand—President Shonts Declares
That No Union Men Will be Reinstated—Extra Precau-
tions Were Taken Last Night by the Police and There
Are Now 6,700 Policemen on Strike Duty.

New York, Sept. 21,—The threatened
generul strike In sympathy with the
striking street car employes will be
culled tomorrow, it was announced late
taday by Brnest Bohm, secretary of
the Central Federated union. Bohm
made the announcement after & con-
ference between labor lead=rs and a
cltizens’ committee which both he and
Mayvor Mitcheél declared had failed in
Its elforts to avert the strike.

General Strike Inevitable,

The mayor's communication was ad-
dressed to Hugh Frayne, chairman of
the conference committee of labor
leaders, after n final effort to arrange
4 peaceful settiement had falled, and
folluwlhg the declaration that a gen-
eral strike was Inevitahle.

The mayor made it plain that for the
union officials to “call this strike will
be to assume full responsibility for all
that may follow.”

Mayor Warns Strikers.

““I'he muyor, representing the eivil
forees of government in this city,” the
letter | declared, “feels it incumbent
upon him to say to you now, before
any further rash steép Is taken, that
these duties (to enforce law and main-
tain order) the city government will
dischurze to the full, employing, if
necd DLe, its entive resvurges to that
end., Disorder, assaults and critnes of
iolence, Includinge Injury to innecent
itizens, such as those of Tuesday and
Wednesday, will be suppressed with a
strong hand and punished with all the
vigor at the command of the govern-
ment.”

Reviewed the Causes.

The communleation, which was con-
curred In by Oscar 8 Straus, chuir-
man of the public service commission,
reviewed nt length the causes which
lad to the present crisls. It stated
that the Interhorough Rapid Transit
company, which operates the subway
and colevated lnes, violated a verbal
agrecment with the labor leaders by
refiusing to arbltrate Issves arising
subsequent to the making of the
agreement. It stated that, on the
other hand, the employves of the New
York Rallways company.and the other
surface lines affected by the sirike
“yrere guilty of a breach™ of contracts
they had made with thelr employers
which ended 2 tle-up in surface ronds
in July., The so-called final confer-
ehee was attended by Mayer Mitchel,
citizens' cognmittee and the Iabor
Ieaders. It ended In o deadlock. Ths
mavor later declared there was ‘no
solutlon in dight” while members of
the eitlzens' committee described the
situation n= “hopeless’ adding that
“it would appear that both sides would
have to fizht it out.”

Brnest Bohm, secretary of the Cen-
tral Federated union, later asserted
that plans were comipleted for a sym-
piathatie strike of 700,000 workers in
other trades and that the "walkout"
might begin tomorrow,

Meantime the state bureau of media-
tiovn and arbitration had sent notices to
the leaders of the striking carmen and
the hends of the transit companies
direeting them to appear before the
board Monday, when, it wnas said,
hearvings for the purpose of finding a
way out of the deadlock would
started.

Gompers With the Strikers,

Samuel Gompers. president of the
American Federation of Labor, who
attended the mayor's conference, de-
clared that he was with the strikers
“to the last ditch in their fight for the
right to organize.'”

President Shonts' Statement.

Theodore P. Shonts, president of the
Interbhorough Rapld Transit and the
Now York Rallways companles, issued
& statement in which he declared that
“no union men will be reinstated" by
the Interborough.” He sald, however,
that former employves on the surfaco
cars of the New York Rallways com-
pany would he taken back, “provided
they came free of unionism." pr

Merghants Condemn General Strike.
